That the German 
people are making good in western 
Canada was indicated by the number 
of cars which swelled the park 
grounds and which kept a squadron of 
traffic constables busy finding parking 
place. All afternoon cars drew up to 
the grounds and deposited their pas- 
sengers.—Journal. . 


Norma Chiddy Approaches 
World ‘Record 'at Cardston 


Miss Norma Chiddy won fresh 
Yaurels last week at Cardston, Alta., 
-when she approached the world’s rec- 
ord for the 100-yard dash, negotiating 
the century course in 11 2-5 seconds. 
‘The occasion was a twilight track and 
field meet, held under the auspices of 
the Cardston Amateur Athletic Asso- 
ciation, in connectiou with the annual 
Aigricultural Fair and Carnival, spec- 
ial arrangements having been made to 
have Miss Chiddy appear as the stellar 
-attraction. 

There were six events on the pro- 
‘gram, with athletes from Calgary, 
Lethbridge, Wetaskiwin .and Card- 
ston furnishing the competition. Miss 
‘Chiddy made her first appearance in 
the 100 yards for women in a matched 
race with Miss Bertha Hansen, who 
last year won the junior provincial 
championship in 12 1-5 seconds, and 
who was this year defeated when Miss 
Mabel Cheek of Calgary, established 
a new provincial record here of tet 
seconds. During the afternoon horse! 
races, bucking contests, etc., had been | 
held on the track, but it was speedily 
“floated” and was in good condition 


when the race was called at 7 o'clock, 


with about 1700 spectators in the 


st-nds. The fair sprinters breasted it, 


together for 25 yards, and then Miss 
Norma pulled away and eradmally in- 
ereased her lead, wiinning quite hand- 
ily. The Alberta record for the 100 
yards stood at 12 seconds, the Domin- 


ion record is 11 1-5 seconds and the 
world’s record is 11 seconds. 

Miss Hanson declined to run the 
scheduled 220-yard event and Miss 
Chiddy ran alone, in 29 seconds. In 
the exhibition running high jump 
Norma was never in difficulties, des- 
pite the fact that this event took 
Place in semi-darkness. After clearing 
the bar at 4 feet 4 inches on her first 
trial, she retired amid the plaudits of 
the throng, who, although somewhat 
disappointed in the defeat of the pride 
of the south country, were generous in 
their appreciation of Miss ‘Chiddy’s all- 
round prowess.

Chiddy and Mr. B. W. Bellamy. They 
had a most pleasant motor trip and 
report road conditions in the south 
much superior to those north of Cal- 
gary.

Telfordville Children Perish 


When Home 


Is Burned Up 


Four children belonging to the fam- 
ily named Hicks lost their lives in a 
fire which completely destroyed their 
home, four miles north of Telford- 
ville at 7:30 p.m. Friday. The names 
of the children are Baby Frances, four 
months, Gerald two years, Marjorie 
three, and Samuel 5% years. 

The charred bodies of the four un- 
fortunate children were discovered in 
the ruins of the basement of the home 
after the flames had swept through 
the home and destroyed it to such an 
extent that only a few blackened ruins 
remained. 

When the fire, of unknown origin, 
broke out, only the four younger mem- 
bers of the family were at home. 

The father was in a near-by field 
working at the harvest. The mother 
was some distance away picking her- 
ries, while three elder children were 
in a far-off field driving home the 
cows for milking. 

When the fire was seen by the par- 
ents and the three elder members of 
the family, they rushed toward the 
house,. but so rapidly did the flames 
spread that by the time they reached 
it, it was a seething mass. Lack of 
proper water facilities prevented them 
adequately coping with the roaring 
mass of flames. 

On pews of the tragedy reaching 
Leduc, Constable William Buchanan, 
A.P.P., end Coroner Dr. Woods, im- 
mediately rushed to the scene and 


started an inquiry. The funeral will 
be held Sunday to Telfordville ceme- 
tery. The Hicks family is well known 


in the district having resided there ' 


for the last four years after coming 
from Bindloss in Scuthern Alberta. 


SEVEN DROWNED IN BUFFALO 
LAKE IN TWO WEEKS 


Caught in a sudden storm on Buf.

It i8 on record that ono man 
killed fifty-flve deer during the winter 
of 1893-94 along the Red Deer rivor tn 
the vicinity of Tail Creek. The follow- 
Ing fall seven carcases were seon 
hanging in a small bluff close to the 
present site of Alfx, all of which, 
were killed by one man in a few min- 
utes, In a patch of timber of not more 
than a couple of acres. Survey parties, 
at that time subdividing townships, 
depended to a certain extent on deer 
meat for their food supply. Evidence 
is not lacking that the area which hag 
been set aside as a preserve, was suit- 
able In every way for the propagation 
and maintenance of the black-tailed 
deer, as well as the bison, which shar- 
ed with them the rich grasses of the 
prairies, 

Included in the closed area are tens 
of thousands of acres, very suitable 
grazing grounds for the deer, that at 
present are not used for agricultural 
or pastoral purposes. Fortunately, in 
such tracts there is a remnant of the 
once numerous herds, and these, with 
proper protection, will be sufficient 
for re-stocking.

Mental Habits 


“In the course of our busy Ife, with 
{ts turmoil, Its distractions, its mental 
and physleal over-exertions and re- 
sulting mental and physical fatigue, 
we often find ourselves ‘running in 
circles,’ becoming worrled and dls- 
traught, becoming tneffective in what 
we do, losing confidence in ourselves 
and in our jJudgment."’ So C. C. Bur- 
ingame tells us in “The Nation's 
Health,” but he outlines a helpful plan 
and suggests that at such times we de- 
vote five minutes a day to understand: 
ing our mental make-up and its rela- 
tionship to our environment. 

1.—Hurry—Do not accept hurry as 
a necessary part of modern Ife. Our 
thoughts may become our masters in- 
stead of remaining our servants. Un- 
til we learn to control actions by the 
restraining influence of well directed 
thought we will not have the proper 
control over ourselves. 


2.—Worry—Worry is a complete 
circle of inefficient thought whirling 
about a pivot of fear. It is when we 
substitute productive thinking, think- 
ing with a definite purpose In view, 
thinking that is orderly and not entire- 
ly disappointed from previous thought, 
that we either find our fears unground- 
ed, or the way out of the dilemna, 
great or small, unfolds itself. 
3.—Concentration—Do one thing at 
atime. Only thus can we practice con- 
centration. Pressure of many differ- 


ent things which we feel must be done 
often threaten to distract us from the 
task in hand and Joave our day filled 
with only partially completed efforts. 
Then tt {s that our thoughts ‘go 
wool-gathering.” It takes real cour- 
age sometimes to do one thing at a 
time, and thereby practice concentra- 
tion, But one thing at a time, with 
concentration, adds up to the greatest 
amount eecomplished in the end, and 
a far greater feellng of satisfaction 
and peace of mind. As our record of 
successful accomplishments enlarges 
we are ‘given the stimulation for great- 
er achievement and the ability to un- 
dertake greater responsibilities. 


4.—Efficlency—Be efficient in what 
you do. Do not drive your tacks with 
a sledge hammer. An expenditure of 
a vast amount of nervous or physical 
energy to perform a simple task is 
wasteful of our mental and physical 
resources, yet when we are keyed up 
this is one of the commonest forms of 
inefficiency. When we do simple tasks 
without calling out our reserves we 
have saved energy for the bigger un- 
dertakings. So it is, that to be efficient 
in what you do, means not only to do 
a thing well, but to do it without waste 
of your mental energy. 

5.—Decisions—Make clear-cut, prac- 
tical decisions. To always make com- 
plicated things simple is the sign of 
a truly great mind. Most of our best

6.—Actlon—Whon a decision has 
been reached and somothing has to bo 
done, waste no time mobilizing extra 
energy, just do it. After the small boy 
has taken his plunge Into tho water 


he thoroughly enjoys the swim, but let | 


him stand on the bank long enough 
and the dive may become an obession. 
Seldom does the water become warm- 
er while he waits. Once in, he regrets 
the time wasted on the bank. Tho only 
delay that is justified is that neces- 
sary to resolve a difficult problem into 
{ts simpler components. Then act. 

7.—Work, Play, Rest, and Exer- 
clse—Keep each in its proper place. 
Each item has {its daily place. ‘The 
storing up of all exercise, rest, and 
play for the vacation month and filling 
the balance of the year exclusively 
with work, is playing fast and loose 
with our mental health. On the other 
hand all play and no work leaves Jack 
a dull boy, who at times asks himself 
why he has fewer vital interests than 
his fellows. Consistent moderation is 
as essential in mental as in any other 
form of exercise. With such a discip- 
line a reserve will be available for em- 
ergency use that will carry one safe- 
ly through a time of stress that might 
otherwise be overwhelming. 

8.—Discussions—Do not allow a dis- 
cussion to hecome an argument or it 
will become unprofitable and you may 
lose your case as well as your friend. 
A discussion gives and opportunity to 
learn from the other person and has 
as its end a mutually better under- 
standing between people. When a dis- 
cussion’ becomes an argument both 
parties have ceased to learn, and a 
judge becomes necessary to bring 
about anything worth while. Without 
a judge an argument becomes a 
waste of mental energy and is_ in- 
efficient. 

9.—Poise—Do not become too _in- 
tense, but be master of yourself and 
the situation at all times. One may be 
earnest and forceful, but only the ac- 
tor and orator can afford to become so 
wholly lost in what they are doing as 
to be wholly oblivious ot the acts and 
feelings of the other person. 

10.—Conscience—Avoid the type of 
conscience which makes a moral issue 
of every trivial thought or feeling. It 
is a form of egotism. The big issues 
without conscience are clear cut and 
easy to understand. The issues we 
have with ourselves over trivial 
thoughts and feelings tend to keep us 
in a constant state of mental unrest, 
produce unhealthy self-analysis, and 
retard us from growth according to 
the standards we consider important 
and worth while. Introspection is dan- 
gerous if pursued too far. Self-analy- 
sis to the point of clarifying our 
thoughts and beliefs is important, 
otherwise we become will-o-thewisps 
with no fixed ideals on important 
questions that are of vital conse- 
quence to us. 

11.—Emotion — Neither run away 
from emotions nor yet fight them. Ac- 
cept them as the well spring of all ac- 
tion. The understanding of our emo- 
tions puts us in the position to deter- 
mine upon a worthwhile line of ac- 
tion. 

12.—Ideals—Keep your ideals clear, 
adopt courses that will serve these 
ideals, and make your ideals live in 
practical, purposeful every day action. 
Recognize that your problems are the 
same fundamentally as those of every- 
one else, no matter what your partic- 
ular job may be. To you they are of 
transcendent importance;. to others 
they may be insignificant. Measure 
them in their relation to an influence 
upon. your environment so that they 
will stimulate and enoble the other 
mental states discussed.

ALBERTA EXHIBIT 
AT TORONTO FAIR 


Edmonton, Aug. 14.—Alberta pro- 
ducts will again be on display at the 
Canadian National Exhibition in To- 
ronto this year, arrangements being 
practically completed for an exhibit 
on lines similar to those of previous 
years. Space has been provided for 
the purpose in the Dominion govern- 
ment building, and Howard Stutch- 
bury, provincial trade commissioner, 
will be in charge. 

The collection «f material to ve 
shown is now on its way to Toronto 
for the opening date, which is August 
28. A fine display of agricultural end 
industrial products will be made this 
year. As on previous occasions, coal 
will be a prominent feature ,and the 
specimens to be shown will be select- 
ed from, stuck that has been sent east 
in the regular way for marketing pur- 
pu-es. 

There wi:l be a good showing of 
grains and grasses, while othor agri- 
cultural products of a varied and 
miscellaneous character will keep it 
company. Oil, tar sands, aad buffalo 
robes will also be included. 

Motion pictures will be a new fea- 
ture of the Alberta exhibit this year 
and one that is expected to attract 
@ great deal of attention. About 
2,000 feet of film produced largely 
for exhibition purposes will be shown 
covering various phases of Alberta 
life. 


GIVE ALL THE CHILDREN 
A CHANCE 


It is accepted in all civilized coun- 
tries that every child should be given 
a chance to develop the physical and 
mental capacities with which he is 
born. Some children start out in life 
with a considerable handicap. If they 
are born into a poor family, food may 
be scarce or of questionable quality, 
the home may lack sanitary conven- 
fences, there may be overcrowding, 
lack of play-space, and many other ad- 
ditional disadvantages, The children 
born into a wealthy home may be 
equally unfortunate, becaube we often 
find in the homes of the well-to-do, 
children who are not living healthy 
lives. This is chciefly the fault of the 
parents who spoil the child. 

The best thing which can happen to 
any child is to have parents who know 
something about child training. Love 
of children and a desire to do the most 
for them do not take the place of 


knowledge. We would not think of | 


ontrusting the oporation of a machino, 
or tho erection of a building or a 
bridge to a man who was moroly 
anxious to run the machine or to build 
somothing. Wo placo such duties in 
the hands of a porson who has boon 
trainod to do tho particular type of 
work, ‘ 

Parents do not know by Instinet the 
proper way in which to bring up a 
child, Some of them do gain know- 
lodge from experience, and some of 
them are willing and anxious to learn 
from others. The up-bringing of a 
child {gs a serious and, sometimes, a 
difficult matter. If It is to be done 
properly, it requires training and pre- 
paration for the task. To the person 
who feels that our ancestors got along 
very well and reared families without 
training, we can only say that the 
number of unhappy individuals, the 
number who have never adjusted 
themselves to life, the many who find 
life a burden, the group who are a 
nuisance to others, to say nothing of 
the few who have real mental and 
physical health, are ample proof that 
the old system was not a success. 

Parent education is a real need; it 
is not a fad but an evidence of the im- 
portance of proper preparation in or- 
der to ensure that all children shall be 
given their chance.

RECENT CHANGES IN CANADA 
GRAIN ACT EMPHASIZED 


The Afberta Wheat Pool has been 
calling the attention of its members 
to important changes in the Canada 
Grain Act which were made at the 
last session of Parliament. 

It is mentioned that a new feature 
in marketing wheat this year is con- 
tained in the requirements of the reg- 
ulation governing car order books. This 
year all agents of railway companies 
are required to keep open a car order 
book. Th2 enly method of obtaining 
a car is for the grain producer to 
have his name placed in this book, 
either by himself or by his agent duly 
appointed in writing. 

Under the old system it was not 
compulsory for an agent to open a 
car order book unless requested to 
do so. Furthermore, it was a com- 
mon practice for one individual to act 
as agent for many growers of grain. 
Under the new regulations, no one 
can act as agent for more than one 
person at a time. It is hoped by this 
method to overcome the weaknesses 
of the old proxy system. 

Each signer is given a car in turn 
and the railway agent must notify the 
applicant when a car is available for

him. The applicant is then given 
three hours within which to declare 
his intention and ability to load the 
car, and a further time allowance of 
twenty-four hours {is given within 
which to load. If the applicant can- 
not load the car {t goes to the next 
name on the Hst who ordered a car 
of that capacity. 

Agents of elevator companies must 
sign for cars in the same manner 
as the grain producers and are 
treated the same except that they 
are allowed two cars as compared with 


one for the farmers. This is to allow 
elevator companies to ship their ac- 
cumulations of street wheat. 


It Is not necessary for a grain pro- 
ducer to have his grain in the ele- 
vator when he signs the car order 
book, but {it is wise for him to have 
all plans made tn order to anticipate 
his turn, so that he can load his 
car within the required time.

Purchased for a sum in excess of 
$50,000, an oil painting of Lord 
Peterborough by Sir Anthony Van

cific Express Company by steamer 
Montrose to Montreal recently, 
very special precautions being 
taken to ensure safe delivery. It 
was bought by A.J. Nesbitt, promi- 
nent business leader of Montreal. 


Commercial apple crop in the 
province of Nova Scotia this year 
will total about 1,509,000 barrels, 
about 420,000 barrels more than 
last year. The Ontario crop is es- 
timated at 770,000 barrels, up 210,- 
000 barrels over 1928. The British 
Columbia crop is placed at 3,538,- 
100 boxes, about 19 per cent. less 
than last year. The raspberry crop 
is reported good all over the Do- 
minion. 


As a result of experiments con- 
ducted over several years past, of- 
ficials of the Canadian Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture feel assur- 
ed that two or three varieties of 
wheat have been at last developed 
that will resist rust. No names 
have yet been given the new varie- 
ties and it will be two or three 
years before they can be produced 
in sufficient quantities for seed dis- 
tribution. 


Hans Andersen, his wife, two 
first settlers to arrive for the new 
Danish Colony in Hants County, 
Nova Scotia, which is being pro- 
moted by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Colonization and Develop- 
ment Department.

1921.

AUTO PROCUCES 
ENORMOUS REVENUE 


Automobile traffic is playing a major | 
part in the raising of revenue for the 
provincial exchequers, according to an 
analysis of provincial finances issued 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statisfics. 
The remarkable increase in the use of 
automobiles, both for business pur- 
poses and pleasure, is evidenced by 
the returns from gasoline taxation and 
motor licenses. 


For the, last fiscal year, the revenue 
from automobile licenses in all the 
provinces amounted to $18,980,716. 
During the same period gasoline tax-.

With special 
taxation on so severe a scale, however, 
there is justification for the demand of 
the motoring community that revenue 
so raised should be ear-marked for 
road purposes. Wherever motorists 
meet, this proposition is advanced 
strongly as was'the case of the annual 
convention yesterday of the Alberta- 
Montana Highway Association in 
Lethbridge. It is a reasonable atti- 
tude to assume. 

If the combined gasoline and motor 
license revenue were devoted ex- 
clusively to highway improvement 
throughout the Dominion, marked im- 
petus would result in construction and | 
maintenance of roads. Twenty-eight 
millions devoted intelligently to that 
purpose annually would in a few years 
bring about a marked improvement in| 


the highway system of Canada.—Cal- ;
